Devices You'll Need as Your Learn Exactly How to Install Hardwood Floor Panels 








Mop and also Dirt Pan - You need to clean up constantly as you discover just how to install hardwood 
floor to make certain no dirt, sawdust, or various other debris obtain captured in between the grooves 
or under the boards. 


Carpenter's Pastel - Use this to produce standards on your below floor. You'll also need it to attract lines 
where you'll reduce your wood panels. 


Claw Hammer - Any type of locations near barriers or wall surfaces where you can't get enough room to 
swing a rubber club will need to be gotten to with your claw hammer. 


Cutter Knife - Utilize this often for unanticipated activities involved as you discover exactly how to install 
wood floor. Yet the major function of this tool will certainly be to remove any type of excess timber 
when changes of only a millimeter or two require to be made. 


Electric Drill and 3/32" Drill Bit - Use this to drill your pilot holes, which need to be a little smaller in size 
and also area than your nails. This will certainly prevent your floor covering panels from fracturing when 
you placed the nails in them. 


Wood Floor Covering Nails (2") - These nails are very important since they will certainly be what hold 
your flooring in position. 


Nailer - This can either be a hammer or pneumatic nail gun. The pneumatically-driven nail weapon is 
obviously faster and much easier, however you have to get it calibrated perfect to ensure that the nails 
don't go too far down right into the wood as well as damage your hardwood panels. 


Rubber Club - This is your opportunity to batter your stress out as you learn exactly how to set up wood 
floor. Actually, you must pound them out gently to bring the surface areas of the two panels with each 
other flawlessly. You don't intend to obtain them as well far apart or your floor will certainly have holes. 
Yet if you batter them also hard together, you can damage them or press them thus far with each other 
regarding bow them. 



Round Saw - At the end of each row of boards as you enter into the edge, you will need to cut your floor 
panels to fit. Any kind of fixtures in the area will certainly also need to be reduced about. 


Preparing to Set Up Hardwood Flooring Panels 


Although the pin down approach of setting up hardwood floor panels is quite simple, it must still be 
done carefully as the hardwood flooring needs to sustain for years in whatever develop you finish it.

If the surface under where you will certainly be flooring is cement or any other bumpy material, make 
use of a really felt flooring liner to cover this surface area. After that install a plywood sub-floor over it. 
Once laid, you should prepare to begin installing the hardwood flooring.
